Mussolini, With Waning 
Prestige, Fights Hunger, 
Inflation — No Sign of 
Effective Anti - Fascist 
Opposition, However. 


By RICHARD G. MASSOCK 
LISBON, May 18 (AP).—Italy is 
an Axis ally of questionable value, 


a hungry land with no love for its 
war partners, rife with defeatism 
and disillusion, ridden with hard- 
ship and unrest. 

Italy’s war with the United 
States is clearly unpopular. In 
fact, Americans who languished 
in Italy for five months since 
Benito Mussolini sent Italy into 
war with.the United States believe 
that declaration dealt his home 
front a stunning blow. 

Yet, with Italy propped up by 
Germany, virtually occupied by 
about 200,000 Nazis from one end 
of the peninsula to the other, and 
with no sign of effective opposi- 
tion to Fascism, neither an Italian 
collapse from a food shortage nor 
an economic breakdown seems im- 
minent. 

But the elements are lacking to 
make Italy an ally of predictable 
worth to the Axis. 

Mussolini As a Gauleiter, 

Axis relations: 

Mussolini apparently has be- 
come a virtual gauleiter under 
Hitler and as the Nazis tighten 
their hold on the country the Ital- 
ians’ deep-seated antipathy for the 
Germans grows more intense. 

As for the Japanese, there is 
some admiration for their swift 
successes but Mussolini himself 
once characterized them as a bar- 
barian menace to Western civiliza- 
tion and some Italians profess 
shame that the dictator later told 
them it was “a privilege” to fight 
side by side with “heroic Japan.” 

A steady flow of picked German 
fighting men, chiefly airmen and 
submarine sailors, and many Ges- 
tapo agents are keeping the Ital- 
jans in line with the Nazi pro- 
gram. 

Hope of Nazi Defeat. 

The United States: 

One phase of the discontent is 
the view that the war with the 
United States, although it means 
a long, hard struggle, encourages 
the widespread hope of German 
defeat. 

Indeed, some say that half the 
Italian people would like to see 
Americans and British in@ade Eu- 
rope as a means toward crushing 
Naziism and lifting from Italy the 
oppressive yoke of the Germans. 

While I was in Italy, Americans 
were regarded as friendly enemies. 
There was not one anti-American 
demonstration reported im all Italy 
after the declaration of war. 

Shortage of Food, 

Food and other necessaries: 

Inured as they are to privation, 
the Italians are beginning to feel 
sharply the shortage of food, cloth- 
ing and fuel. Another winter may 
begin to take a toll of deaths from 
cold and hunger. 

Deficiency items even include the 
Italians’ staples—bread, spaghetti 
and olive oil. 

Having depleted its insufficient 
stocks of war-essential raw mate- 
rialsa—iron, copper and other metals 


as well as oil, rubber and some tex- |‘ 


tiles—Italy has had to pay with 
great quantities of home-grown 
food to get these materials from 
Germany. 

Bread Ration Cut. 

Fruits, vegetables and canned 
goods, once plentiful, are scarce. 
Even in good years Italy must im- 
port wheat to meet its needs but 
now Greece and* Dalmatia look to 
it for some of their food. That ex- 
plains, in part, why the Italians’ 
bread ration was cut one-fourth 
last March, leaving them a daily 
allotment of three dark gray one- 
ounce rolls. 

Along, with this, a “black mar- 
ket” has flourished for those Ital- 
fans who can afford such prices as 
$2.16 for a dozen eggs, $1 for a 
pound of chicken or butter, $25 
for a pound of tea or a ham. - 

These are for the rich and the 
Fascist party racketeers only and 
observers report widespread bitter 
resentment. Even Mussolini's at- 
tempts to check the scandal have 
had little effect.

Earlier, shopkeepers had, been 
compelled to keep their windows 
attractively decorated with sam- 
ples to give an impression of eco- 
nomic plenty. All such pretense 
was dropped four weeks after the 
United States entered the war. 
One-Dish Meals. 

Jan. 7—“Feldkueche,” a one-dish 
field kitchen meal, was made ob- 
ligatory at all restaurants for 
Mondays and Thursdays. The 
people were told it was the healthi- 
est thing imaginable for them. 
Jan, 16—Tobacco rationing was 
tightened with the introduction of 
a smoker's ration card. Women 
more than 25 years old_were al- 
lotted half rations and the ration 
for men went down to three cig- 
arettes or one thin cigar daily in 
some localities, two cigarettes in 
other places. 
Jan. 17 — Clearance sales were 
forbidden. The real reason: Deal- 
ers no longer had anything to 
“clear.” The same day a drastic 
reduction in the number of passen- 
ger trains was announced. 
Jan. 20—Merchants were warned 
not to make barter deals. This 
decree was intended to curb black 
market operations, some mer- 
chants preferring to barter their 
wares for desirable goods held by 
customers rather than sell them 
for cash.

Jan, 22—The nightly biackout 
hours were revised to save electric 
current,

LISBON, May 18 (AP),—German 
civilian morale is slipping. 

But that doesn’t mean that Nazi- 
dom is near internal collapse or 
that revolution is just around the 
corner, 

Such an estimate of Germany to- 
day would be pure wishful think- 
ing. For it must be remembered 
that the Nazis keep the police- 
ridden country in hand, with a 
Gestapo agent behind every bush 
and every neighbor a potential in- 
former. 
But it does signify a letdown in. 
the general day-to-day efficiency, 
a slackening in the German war 
effort which in the long run will 
have a telling effect. 

Effects at the Front. 
The sinking spirits at home are 
being transmitted in turn to the 
soldier at the front—honey-comb- 
ing what until recently had been 
high morale, Letters from home 
convey to the soldiers part of the 
picture. Home leave,..when grant- 
ed, does the rest. 

German morale reached its crest 
after the smashing Balkan cam- 
paign in 1941. That was natural. 
The German army had an unbroken 
string of victories. The nation ap- 
peared united as never before. The 
mass of the people still had not 
seriously thought of the United 
States as a potential enemy. ~ 
But then a series of elements 
entered the picture which began 
to undermine morale. 

Invasion of Russia. 
These included the flight of Adolf 
Hitler’s confidant, Rudolf Hess, to 
England; the invasion of Russia: 
Nazi party favoritism; persecution 
of the churches; deterioration of 
food and general living conditions: 
false promises of peace; entry of 
the United States into -the war: 
the dismissal of Field Marshal 
Walther von Brauchitsch: and ten- 
sion between Heinrich Himmiler’s 
SS (Elite Guard) troops and the 
army. 
In the German mind today, Hess 
is a traitor who flew to the enemy 
to reveal Hitler’s general war strat- 
egy to the British. The Nazis 
quickly hushed the Hess incident, 
but that did not prevent Germans 
even at the risk of their, heads 
from tuning in on the British radio 
for news. The British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation probably never had 
a higher number of listeners in 
Germany than during that period. 
Nazi Officials. Alarmed. 
Nothing disclosed the panic -in 
high.

Police and plain clothes men were 
in a general state of alarm. Nazi 
wardheelers in mufti circulated in 
cafes and bars and other! publie 
centers to report anyone discussing 
the Hess case.

While in SEA ace at Bad Nau- 
heim, an,acquaintance of this 


writer paid 10 marks (about $4) 
for two pairs of shoe laces. Behind 
this extraordinary transaction lies 
the story of the so-called black 
market which flourishes today in 
Germany. 

A great number of commodities 
are not to be found in German 
shops, but they, show up in the 
illegal black market which thrives 
despite the death penalty and other 
drastic police efforts at suppres- 
sion. 

German economy is geared to the 
needs of war and inevitably over- 
looks many requirements of the 
civilians, who find life increasingly 
difficult. The most casual shop- 
ping tour of wartime Berlin dis- 
closes that the citizen who is not 
at the front is getting along with- 
out many trifles which no one ever 
stopped to think were important to 
frictionless living. 

It is very hard to find shoe laces, 
tooth paste, buttons, thread, en- 
velopes, paper, paper clips, sus- 
penders, dust cloths, floor wax, 
light cords, typewriter ribbons or 
photographic film—to mention just 
a few of the little things one doesn't 
think about when spe@ulating on 
the meaning of total war. 


Non-Essentials of War. 


It would be false to assume that 
the blockade on internal néeds has 
become so acute that Germany can- 
not manufacture hairpins or too 
paste. The Reich could make such 
things in abundance, but the su- 
preme economic planners have sim- 
ply decided that no labor or fac- 
tory space must be devoted to any- 
thing that is not primarily essen- 
tial to the prosecution of the war. 
So the manufacturer and mer- 
chant willing to risk violation of 
the stringent laws are making vast 
profits. 

Economically, it is the story of 
United States prohibition all over 
again except that the penalties are 
much more severe than those which 
confronted the American bootlegger. 
The black market merchant may 
be an ordinary shopkeeper who 
does some stealthy undercover 
business with his favorite cus- 
tomers who don’t mind paying 
prices far above the legally fixed 
limits. Or the black market trader 
may be someone you meet in a 
cafe who has French silk stockings 
or coffee. Or one may get in touch 
with. the black marketer through 
a tip from a friend. 

The black market’s highest price 
for coffee quoted to this writer 
was 40 marks (about $18) per 
pound, There are. purchasers even 
at such a price because one of the’ 
effects of the war on Germany has 
been’ to increase incomes slightly, 
but to .decrease sharply the num- 
ber of commodities which may be 
purchased, 

»Price fixing and rationing have 
increased the amount of money in 
the citizens’ pockets and citizens 
in many instances are —— 
whether saving is worth while i 
view of the ceftainty that the 
matk will explode like a rubber 
balloon if Germany loses the war. 
Thus the citizen does not mind 
paying too much for things he can 
enjoy now. : 

A curious feature of the Ger- 
man black market is the lafge 
number of Italians involved in the 
business.

‘but the chances are that the thou- 
sands of Italian workers who have 
been brought into Germany can 
lay their hands on some. Despite

“The Court,” the majority said 
here, “confirms the right of any 
member of the court to express 
himself by judicial opinion freely, 
frankly and without limitation 
within the issues of the case, and 
has earnestly requested and con- 
tinues to request each member of 
this court so to do. 

“Nothing in this order shall be 
construed as preventing such mem- 
bers of this court from exercising 
as private citizens the same full 
freedom of speech as may be ex- 
ercised by any citizen of this 
State.” 

The rub, however, is that an 
opinion filed as a record of the 
court is a privileged statement, its 
author immune to any action for 
libel or slander. This privilege 
does not attach to whatever state- 
ment a member of the court might 
make as a private citizen, and, in 
characterizing the suppressed opin- 
ions as “scandalous, impertinent 
and scurrilous,” the Supreme Court 
has, in effect, given notice of how 
it would. view any expression of 
the same thoughts which Judge 
Gantt might make as a private 


citizen. 
Gantt Remains Silent. © 

To date Judge Gantt has not 
seen fit to take advantage of the 
opportunity offered to present as 
a private citizen the views con- 
tained in his suppressed opinions. 
He did, however, in a challenge 
prepared as a “statement to the 
people of this State,” demand that 
the court permit the filing of his 
opinions. 

He charged that ‘the court major- 
ity was “afraid of the newspaper 
reporters” and asserted that his

In connection with Judge Gantt’s 
reference to “‘machine politics’— 
that hydra-headed monster,” a cu- 
rious circumstance is that when he 
was last elected the Supreme 
Court, in 1936, his greatest support 
was in Jackson County, then the 
undisputed realm of Boss Pender- 
gast. It was for. frauds committed 
in the election of that year that 
many of Pendergast’s henchmen 
were sentenced to prison in Fed- 
eral prosecutions. 

In the 1936 Democratic primary, 
Judge Gantt’s opponent was Law- 
rence McDaniel of St. Louis, four 
years later to be the front in the 
unsuccessful attempt of Demo- 
cratic party leaders to steal the 
election of Governor from the Re- 
publican, Forrest C. Donnell. Judge 
Gantt received five votes to one 
for McDaniel in Jackson County— 
144,941 to 27,883. Had it not been 
for re Jackson County vote, Mc- 
Daniel would have been nominat- 
ed, 261,876 to 247,537. With Jack- 
son County in, Judge Gantt was 
the victor, 392,478 votes to Mc- 
Daniel’s 289,759. 

Majority Cites Decisions. 

Privately the Judges of the ma- 
jority are prepared to show, citing 
the chapter and verse of their de- 
cisions, that the Supreme Court 
has not in fact been influenced by 
how Tom Pendergast’s interests 
were affected in any case before 
them, 

First of all they refer to the 
unanimous decision of the court 
which upset the scheme of Demo- 
cratic party leaders to steal the 
election from Gov. Donnell. In this 
connection it is worth noting that 
all seven members of the Supreme 
Court are Democrats. 

There is also the unanimous de- 
cision of the court, in an ouster 
proceeding brought by Attorney 
General Roy McKittrick, in which 
the court removed from office W. 
W. Graves Jr., the Pendergast con- 
trolled Prosecuting Attorney of 
Jackson County. 

At the same time the Supreme 
Court, unanimously, ousted Jack- 
son County’s Sheriff James L. Wil- 
liams. The ousters of Graves and 
Williams were for their failure to 
enforce the law in Kansas City and 
Jackson County. | 

In another case the Court found, 
as held by Gov. Stark’s Kansas City 
Election Board, that the Circuit 
Court of Jackson County did not 
have the right to register voters 
after the date set by statute. —* 
minute registrations by court order 
had been.one of the devices by 
which the Pendergast machine: 
padded the registration lists of 
Jackson County, 

In another Kansas City. Election 
Board case, when the machine at- 
tempted to stifle the reform move- 
ment of the Bilection Board by 
refusing to pay its employes the 
salaries fixed by the board, the 
Supreme Court, unanimously, held 
that the city must pay the salaries 
as fixed by the board. 

Division 2 of the Supreme Court, 
Judges of the majority recall, af- 
firmed a 10-year sentence for man- 
slaughter imposed against a Demo- 
cratic ward leader in Kansas City, 
John wood, for a killing which 
grew out of the 1934 ‘election. in 
Kansas City.

Attempted Coercion Charged. 

It is apparent that some judges 
of the majority hold the view that 
the language of Judge Gantt’s opin- 
ions may be attributed, at least in 
part, to an effort by him to whip 
them into line and coerce them to 
accept his view of the law in the 
case which was before the court. 

Such action on the part of any 
Judge, they hold, would constitute 
misconduct and oppression in of- 
fice.

Decision Against Sevier. 

In a separate but related action 
the Supreme Court has held that 
Judge. Sevier had no authority to 
impound the fund or appoint cus- 
todians for it, or to order dis- 
bursements from it; that this was 
the business of the State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance. The money 
represented excess premiums col- 
lected by fire insurance companies

In suing the bank to recover 
the $289,789 it paid out on Judge 
Sevier’s order, the State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance took the po- 
sition that the bank should have 
known. that it could not properly 
hold the fund and that Judge Se- 
vier’s orders were, as the Supreme 
Court later decided, invalid. 

There was no charge of fraud 
or collusion between Judge Sevier

From this Judge Gantt dissented, 
and was joined in dissent by Judge 
Charles T. Hays, who sits with 
him in Division 1 of the Supreme 
Court. Judge Gantt was the 
court’s Chief Justice until the sup- 
pression of his opinions prompted 
him to resign from that office, al- 
though he remains a member of 
the court. 

Oldest in Years and Service. 

Judge Gantt, 75 years old and‘ 
the oldest member of the Supreme 


and Leedy have indicated they 
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that it had “earnestly requested,- 
and continued to request” each 
member to express himself by ju- 
dicial opinion freely and frank- 
ly “within the issues of the case.” 
Term Expires in 1946. 

Before Judge Gantt’s election to 
the Supreme Court in 1926 for a 
10-year term, he had been Circuit 
Judge in the Eleventh Circuit, 
which consists of Audrain, Warren 
and Montgomery counties for 10 
years.

Selection of a jury to try Elmer 
Dowling, associate of gangsters, 
for the second time on a charge of 
assault with intent to kill Louis 


Lee Baker, Negro witness in the 
Isadore Londe bombing case was 
begun today at Clayton after Cir- 
cuit Judge John A. Witthaus sus- 
tained a defense motion to sup- 
press as evidence property which 
police seized in Dowling’s apart- 
ment when he was being sought in 
1938. 

After the Court ruled that the 
clothing, luggage and personal ef- 
fects of the former officer of the 
Bartenders’ Union in st. Louis 
could not be used as evidence 
against him, because they had been 
taken without a search warrant, 
both Prosecuting Attorney Stanley 
Wallach and John L. Sullivan, 
Dowling’s counsel, announced 
ready. 

Dowling was found guilty on 
March 8, 1940, by a jury at Clay- 
ton which fixed his punishment at 
30 years in the penitentiary. The 
Missouri Supreme Court sent the 
case back to be re-tried last Sep- 
tember when it reversed itself after 
having affirmed the conviction. 

It is charged that the defendant 
was one of two men who brought 
Baker to St. Louis County from 
Sikeston, Mo., where the witness 
had been employed, shot him three 
times and left him for dead in 
an abandoned roadhouse near 
Creve Coeur Lake. 

The shooting occurred on Nov, 
18, 1938, three days before Baker 
was to appear as principal State’s 
witness against Londe, gangster 
charged with the bombing of a St. 

Ba- 
ker lost his right eye in the as- 
sault, but recovered and appeared 
later as a witness against Londe, 
who was convicted of the bomb- 
ing.

Total Is Now $73,434,000,000, Re- 
flecting Speéded Borrowing 
é to Pay for War.

$2,785,505,341 to a new record high 
of $73,434,700/147 in the first half 
of May.

Principle factors in the debt rise 
were the sale of $1,250,000,000 of 2

‘Still Some Kinks, But He 
Wants Committee to 
Turn to Constructive 
Suggestions. 


WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP).—

“We are getting the planes,

FSA Director Discusses Ways to Increase 
Farm Production. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
URING recent weeks many facts and 
problems have been brought to our 
attention as a result of the war and its 
impact on food production, Since we are 


. living in an area that is essentially agri- 


cultural, I thought your readers might 
like to have a brief summary of some 
of the farm problems which we have 
observed. 

Sufficient food and agricultural prod- 
ucts are a vital necessity. We have 
big orders for food, and when we have 
big orders, we naturally think of big 
producers. But we've learned that the 
big ones can’t step up their production 

anything like what we need to have. 
It’s the millions of little producers on 

whom we must depend for the increase. 

Sub-contracting in agriculture will do 
the job if the small farmers—those with 
60 to 100 acres—are given the same type 
of support that is being given big busi- 
ness. Food production needs can be 
reached if the 2,000,000 farmers who are 
not producing for commercial markets 
are provided tools, secure tenure, super- 
vision and long-term loans. 

* * 4J— 

Farm families working with the Farm 
Security Administration have increased 
their production of foodstuffs more than 
100 per cent. It has been estimated that 
if the small farmers could increase their 
production on an average of 50 per cent 
the food production goals can be reached. 

The problem is that many of the little 
fellows simply cannot pull their weight. 
Their income is between $200 and $600 a 
year. Most of these families live in the 
South and Midwest, A fifth of the farms in 
10 Southern states do not have gardens 
and thousands do not have a cow, hogs 
or chickens. Instead of helping fill the 
national larder, these people are eating 
out of it. We are not going to be able 
to spare tin or transportation to get food 
to them in wartime. They must grow it 
or a serious problem will be created. 

We know from experience that these 
low-income farmers can make a greater 
increase in their production than any 
other group, but they have the least to 
start with and the greatest reservoir of 
untapped production capacity. The bot- 
tleneck on the farm is labor. The small 
farmers have the labor. What they must 
have is financial assistance in the form 
of long-term loans and expert super- 

vision. Secretary Wickard said recently, 
“A small farmer with two cows can in- 
erease his production 100 per cent if he 
ean get two cows. I don’t think I could 
make a 100 per cent increase in my 
production. I couldn’ t get the labor.” 
* 


Too many families move each year on 
the farms in the South and Midwest. 
These families must be tied to the land 
during this war period. We must not 
waste this reservoir of labor and time 
which exists on the small farms, In the 
Midsouth an average of 35 out of every 
100 families move each year. This cuts 
working days which cannot be recovered. 

I would like to make this suggestion 
as a solution to the food production prob- 
lem: Provide the small farmers with 
the tools, finance, supervision and tenure 
for the duration of the war, and we will 
solve much of the farm unemployment 
problem and the food problem’ at the 
game time. Not only that, but the income 
ef the farmers and their communities 
will improve. It will mean that during 
the war we will have built up a group 
of farmers who will be better prepared 
to combat the effects of the post-war 
period.

Our limited supply of such vital materials 
as steel is going to be used chiefly to build fighting | to 
equipment for early or immediate use, rather than to 
build production facilities for the future. We ‘will 
continue to build needed plants for a time, but pro- 
daction will get priorities over expansion. 

The case of ships is a food example. The war's. 
greatest bottleneck just now is shipping.’ Betause 
we lack enough Yessels, we have been unable to get 
men and equipment overseas rapidly enough. Rear 
Admiral Greenslade said a few days ago: “War goods 
are piling up at the docks on both coasts and at some 
inland war plants. For example, 40,000 military 
trucks are standing at a single Hast coast port wait- 
ing for ships. At one inland plant, there are 30,000 
combat vehicles ready to be shipped.” 

This is an appalling report. It calls for drastic 
action. Since one reason for the delay in shipbuild- 
ing is the shortage of steel plates, the Government 
is faced by a vital choice. Shall the available steel 
be used for building ships so that our military power 
can make itself swiftly felt on the fronts? Or shall 
it be used for building factories that cannot go into 
production for 18 months or two years? 

The new announcement means that Washington 
prefers the bird in the hand to the bird in the bush. 
In a speech last Thursday night, Donald M. Nelson 
gave a clear outline of the problem, and foreshad- 
owed the conclusion now reached, To quote: 


Shortages of basic materials have very com- 
plex results. There is a multiplicity of uses for 
all of the metals. You need a given metal, let 
us say, to make certain direct military items. 
You also need that metal to make some of the 
machinery with which other military items are 
made. You need it, furthermore, to build the 
plants with which still other military items are 
made. 

Thus you have a whole set of conflicting de- 
mands for your metal. You can’t possibly meet 
all of them. There develops, therefore, an ex- 
tremely difficult problem in balance; the neces- 
sity of making sure that the program as a — 
is rightly proportioned. 

Of all the shortages we face, the ——— of 
time is the most serious. It is comparatively 
easy to figure out how this complex production 
program can move forward to the desired goal 
eventually—but our Army and Navy are in action 
today, and we know that it will do no good what- 
ever to turn out a flood of goods a year from now 
if we do not have adequate supplies for the emer- 
gencies that are certain to arise this year. 

We could make practically unlimited plans for 
production in 1944 if we did not have to produce 
large volumes of goods in what remains of 1942. 


The choice is made. It is results in 1942, not 1944, 
that the United States now is shooting for. 
' This could be a measure of desperation, a decision 
to fling every last resource into the breach at once 
to stave off disaster. But there has been no evidence 
of desperation in the councils of the United Nations. 
Instead, the frantic statements of Axis spokesmen in- 
dicate that it.is our enemies who are now worried 
about the outcome. 

This decision of the WPB bears all the earmarks

Now, if we are actually going all-out for immediate 
action, a greater concentration of effort on the pro- 
duction front than ever before is required.

If 
anything can stimulate management and labor to 
even greater efforts than their Uready splendid rec- 
ord of production, this jis it.

praised by writer; exposed to danger of death in its most awful 
forms, they carry on with quiet fortitude, and deny they-are heroes; 


survivors of torpedoed ships return to sea to’ go on with the job.

HE saga' of the seas in these days of 

submarine warfare is one that would 

make the old Vikings of Valfialla lift 
their horns and cry “Skaal!” to the men who 
are carrying on in their tradition. 

It is a tale of devotion to duty, unhon- 
ored and unsung, that shows the common 
man lifted above himself by sacrifice. It 
is the story of simple courage that gives 
the listener a new faith in himself, that 
should inspire those who wonder how they 
might face death when it looks upon them. 

Some seamen came ashore from a tor- 
pedoed’ freighter after days in an open 
boat, and were patted on the back. They 
growled. 

“We're not heroes; we've got a job to do,” 
they said, | 

They were typical merchant sailors, the 
men who go down to the sea these days in 
steel ships, to meet death in its most awful 
forms—by fire, starvation in lifeboats under 
a blazing sun or in gale-swept waters, mu- 
tilation, or the long, slow agony of strug- 
gling through oily waters, finally to sink. 

Your true sailor is a fatalist, He is 
trained by experience to expect the worst, 
for the sea is a hard and treacherous mis- 
tress. The crews of the smutty freighters 
that push out to sea, of the tankers with

tomed to disaster. They know the danger 
of lee shore in a gale, and the bite of the 


cold wind in the northern seas.

AM in receipt of a letter from 
| @ woman who asks the follow- 

ing questions: “Is diabetes en-~- 
tirely hereditary or is it brought 
on by other causes? How can it 
be guarded against—through diet 
or medicine or exercise?” 

The questidén of whether dia- 


betes is hereditary or not is highly ' 


debatable, but what this letter 
writer does not recognize is that 
there are two distinct classes of 
diabetics. The cause of diabetes is 
inability to burn starches and 
sugars in the body, and the reason 


for this ability is entirely in the 


lack of the formation of a sub- 


stance that is naturally formed in 


the body called insulin. Insulin is 
formed from certain cells in the 
pancreas, and when these degen- 
erate for any reason, diabetes re- 
sults. , 

One class of cases in which these 
cellg degenerate occurs in children 
and young adults. The cause of 
this degeneration is not known. It 
may be infectious disease or some 
poison which enters the body and 
has a selective affinity for these 
cells and completely destroys 
them. That, at least, is the only ex- 
planation we have now and, obvi- 
ously, this kind of diabetes is not 
hereditary at all. 

This form of diabetes occurs in 
children where no other members 
of the family have diabetes and 
none of them develop it later. It 
is, incidentally, a very severe form 
of diabetes which is more severe 
than that which occurs in middle- 
aged people. 

Se eS : 

THE OTHER KIND of diabetes 
is far more frequent. It tends to 
affect people in middle age or in 
early senility, and is so frequently 
accompanied by changes in the 
small arteries of the body that we 
rather assume the condition is due 
to a strangulation of the cells of 
the pancreas which produce in- 
sulin—strangulation by closure of 
the small arteries’ which supply 
them, 

The change may or may not be 
accompanied by high blood pres- 
sure. It is about fifty-fifty. Half 
the cases have high blood pressure 
and half have normal or low blood 
pressure. But the changes in the 
arteries are probably there just the 
same because we find in these cases 
changes in the arteries of the eye 
and of the toes and extremities. 

Now if we are right in assuming 
that hardening of the arteries and 
high blood pressure are heredi- 
tary, but since the first proposi- 
tion is debatable, the second prop- 
osition is also debatable. There is 
no use worrying about whether 
diabetes is hereditary or not, be- 
cause nothing can be done about 
it anyway. 

* * * 

I CAN ANSWER the last ques- 
tion in the letter by saying that 
there is no way that I know of to 
prevent diabetes with either diet, 
exercise or other attentions to per- 
sonal hygiene. It is true that a 
majority of the cases occur in those 
who have previously been over- 
weight (I mean in the second 
group) and while I cannot person- 
ally see any relationship between 
the overweight and the diabetes, if 
anybody wants to take advantage 
of this knowledge, he should keep 
his weight within normal] limits, 
There doesn’t seem to be any con- 
nection between the eating of a 
high sugar and starch diet and the 
onset of diabetes. While it is true 
it is a condition in which the phys- 
jology of the starches and sugars 
is changed, any person can take 
care of almost an unlimited amount 
* starch until diabetes itself sets

disease is caused from and how 
to treat it? 

Answer—<Acute glaucoma is due 
to an increase in the tension of 
the fluid inside the eye ball which 
occurs usually in people around 40 
or 50 years of age.

You must. be just as 
careful about your dieting as the 
overweights are about reducing.

fruits, cereals, eggs, milk and meat. 

My diet for gaining weight, like 
my reducing diet, includes foods 
that furnish the vitamins, minerals, 


proteins and other food eleménts 


But the 
‘weight-gaining diet adds high’ 
calorie foods. 

In dieting to gain weight, eat 
your fill of cream and butter, oils, 
fat meat and gravies, because fats 
are twice as fattening as sweets 
and starchy foods.

The fall of the spades had vir- 
tually guaranteed declarer that 
East was now out of the suit— 


‘that is, that West still had the 


queen. In any event, declarer 
would not be able to protect him- 
self against a spade return if he 
were unlucky enough to find East 
with the high spade.

Written in 1900. “The ‘Philippine 
Hombre” at once became the ward- 
room rage which it continued to be 
and still is, in every naval and mili- 
tary reservation under the Ameri- 
can flag.
